Report of a fourman AACTE 
inspection team which visited the 
campus in mid-December and an 
80-page report by the administra- 
tion were considered by the as- 
sociation in reaching its decision. 


__It was also noted that since the 
inspection team was at Wartburg 
a new major, English-speech-jour- 
nalism, has been added to the cur- 
riculum. This was strongly recom- 
mended by AACTE. 


Commented Dr. Haefner, “For 
student teachers, accreditation now 
means the assurance that their 
poderams of study here at Wart- 

urg conform to the best stand- 
ards of teacher education in the 
country. Superintendents who en- 
gage our teacher graduates will 
now find Wartburg college listed 
among the accredited  institu- 
tions.” 


Move Second Step 

The moye by AACTE marks a 
second big step in the adyance 
of the teacher education depart- 
ment which was approved by the 
North Central association since 
1947. 


Dr. Haefner went on to say, 
“The teaching department is not 
the only department to profit by 
the moye—the whole school will 
gain within the near future.”

Wartburg’s teacher education de- 
parhnent is now at its highest peak since 
ir. Martin Wiederaenders helped estab- 
lish it 26 years ago. With the depart- 
ment’s acceptance by the American As- 
sociation of Colleges for Teacher Educa- 
tion, another milestone has been passed. 


___,Although the department has been accred- 
ited by the Iowa State Board of Educational 
Examiners since 1932, the acceptance by the 
national group will further increase the value 
of a teaching diploma. Also AACTE approval 
means more advantages for the entire college 
with its call for wider curriculum. 


Students Attracted 


However, the teacher education program 
has not always been as complete nor extensive 
in the past as it is tonaye In 1928 college en- 
rollment was at a low ebb, but with the intro- 
duction of teachers’ courses under Dr. Wie- 
BEE GE) direction more students were at- 
racted. 


“In 1928 Dr, Wiederaenders was the only 
man stressing the point that Wartburg college 
should not be merely a ‘preacher factory’ but 
a true liberal arts college,” said Dr, A. E. 


Haefner. 
Program Helps Coeducation 

Besides mushrooming enrollment, the 
introduction of teacher education also helped 
institute coeducation on the Wartburg campus. 
During the first 10 years of the teacher train- 
ing program nearly all of the women students 
were registered as future tutors. 

Early beginnings were slow and difficult 
but progress came with a wider and more com- 
plete program. In 1930 the first five teachers 
graduated; then in 1932 came state accredita- 
tion, and in 1933 the department offered’ its 
first summer session. However, in 1935 a 
momentary setback in enrollment was suf- 
fered by moving the college from Clinton to 
Waverly. 

Dr. Wiederaenders In Charge 

From the first the program has been under 
the supervision of Dr. Wiederaenders, now 
semi-retired, who set up the first curriculum 
and has been largely responsible for its growth 
and constant improvement. With 26 of his 
35 years here spent in the education depart- 
ment, Dr. Wiederaenders has worked with the 
nearly 800 students to complete the teacher 
education course since its start. 

“To keep our standards high we seek con- 
tinuous improvement of our curricula and keep 
abreast with the times—that’s our program,” 
stated Dr. Wiederaenders. 


Let's Examine Our Own Faith! 


During the past week everyone on cam- 
pus was theoretically being “spiritually 
emphasized.” Perhaps some people were 
helped by the three-day retreat; maybe others 
were offended. People are different enough 
so that one approach by one person will not 
necessarily have the same effect on all. 


But one question was certainly raised— 
how much do we really know about our own 
religious beliefs? Do we know what it means 
to be a Christian? Do we have a sincere con- 
viction that everything we do in connection 
with our religion is not only what we are told 
to do, but is that which we know in our souls 
to be the right thing? 


Actually, there is nothing really complex 
in all these questions. Christianity is simple 
enough to include almost every human being. 
At the same time, it is profound enough to 
include among its followers men of great 
genius. Christianity, in its pure form, is a 
beautiful remedy for all the tragedy and 'sor- 
row of the world. 


Why, then, IS there tragedy and sorrow 
in the world? There is no simple reply to 
this. First of all, elements of evil exist out- 
side the realm of Christianity—and they will 
always exist while the world is more than a 
few wisps of dust. But not to be ignored 
are the elements of evil within the church— 
the legalists, pharisees, maniacs, do-gooders— 
all the people who should, but don’t know 
better. 

Christianity is NOT a set of moral stand- 
ards. For this one negative reason it differs 
from any other religion in the world. Chris- 
tianity is above all a personal relationship

Faith Must Be Exercised, Accentuated 


between a humble man and his omniscient, 
all-powerful Creator. Anything beyond that 
becomes an end result rather than a means 
to an end. 


A Christian is a person who accepts. He 
admits that with all the scientific power of 
mankind he cannot alone seek out his salva- 
tion. Therefore he abjectly calls out, “For- 
give me, Lord, for Iam a sinner,” and accepts 
the overpowering love and grace of his 
Father. He ACCEPTS it. He doesn’t demand 
it, bargain for it or earn it. 


‘This is the great wonder of the Christian 
religion. In all others a man must work for 
his salvation—his actions become the means 
by which he earns some reward. But the 
Christian is offered eternal happiness after 
death on a silver platter, and when he ac- 
cepts it he fries to live justly as an end result 
of that acceptance. 


So all the people within the church who 
pass the word around that one thing and 
another must be done to please God are 
forgetting or neglecting the only truth we 
know . God alone judges man concerning 
his spiritual status. No set of laws, no code 
of morals is valid excuse for heresy accusa- 
tions or cries of “Sinner!” 


By the same token, no inhuman object 
is either evil or just. It is placed on earth 
by God without Satan’s help. Man is the 
only evil, and even he has a spark of godliness 
in him. And he is offered his salvation . 
because God sent His Son to die for mortal 
man. 


This is the essence of Christianity, which 
will never be replaced by the “apostles of dis- 
cord.” :

Wartburg hoopsters move on to Storm 
Lake tonight for a conference tilt with Buena 
Vista after romping past Westmar at Le Mars 
last night, 89-68. 


The Axmen trounced the Beavers on the home 
floor two weeks ago, 78-60. 


With a conference record of four wins against 
three losses, Wartburg will be out to capture a 
second-place share in the northern division of the 
Towa conference, pending the outcome of the Luther- 
Loras contest. In league competition the Beavers 
have beaten Upper Towa and Westmar and are now 
holding down fourth place in the league. 


Knights Lead Early 

_ in the loosely-played game at Le Mars, the 
Knights jumped into an early advantage and held 
4 2417 first-period lead. Steadily padding its mar- 
; Wartburg, with Barry Bomhoff and Bob Adix 
ecting the attack, built up a 45-30 half-time 
cushion. 
__ _.Westmar was as frigid as the Knights were hot 
in the first half, making good on only 12 of 38 at- 
tempts from the field. The Axmen hit on nearly 


half their shots as they cashed in on 21 of 45 at- 
tempts. 
All 10 See Action 

Adix poured in seven shots from the field in 
the the initial half which saw all 10 of the Knight 
traevling squad see action. In the second stanza 
Wartburg split the game wide open, outscoring the 
Eagles, 21-13. 

Wartburg continued to set a torrid pace in the 
last half as the entire Knight team saw repeated 
action. Bombhoff and Dale Kuethe sparked the Ax- 
men, directing them to a 6445 third-quarter lead. 

Kuethe collected six of his seven buckets in the 
last half. Westmar, which used four freshmen in 
its starting contingent, controlled both backboards 
but couldn't Gye with the visitors’ marksmanship.

Bomhoff led Knight scorers with 21 markers 
while Eagle Dan Muyskens enjoyed high-point honors 
for the game, reaping 26 points. Adix with 20 tal- 
lies and Kuethe with 16 followed closely behind. 

Hitting their best shooting percentage of the 
year, the Knights poured in field goals at a 42 per 
cent rate. Out of 89 attempts they made good on 
37. Westmar could manage only 25 field goals in 74 
tries.
